Fear Recession 


| WASHINGTON,- D.C.— The 
cloud on the business horizon may 
be “no bigger than a man’s hand,” 
but it is worrying some manufac- 
turers and retailers. They. are 
principally conceined about the re- 
sults of high prices.

NE STRIKING fact emerged 
O from the Berlin elections 

on Sunday, December 65. 
The Social Democrat party (akin 
in Its philosophy to the C.C.F. in 
Canada) emerged as the bulwark 
of democracy against the Commu- 


“nist threat. ‘ 


The results of the elections are 
well known. Over 86 per cent of 
the eligible voters went to the 
polls in spite of the boycott activi- 
ties of the Communists, backed by 
the Russian occupation forces. 
Campaign meetings, particularly 
those of Social Democrats, had 
been marked ‘by organized Com- 
munist disruption and fist fights. 
The Social Democratic Party in- 
creased its proportion of the total 


vote from about 46 per cent in 
1946 to some 66 per cent this 
month. 


The results are therefore a de- 
cisive triumph for the Social 
Democrats. Mordover, the size of 
the total vote was a‘ clear man- 
date by the people of Berlin to the 
western powers to resist Soviet 
domination of the city. 

On November 30, the Commu- 
nists in the Soviet sector of Berlin 
their own municipal 
government, accompanied by the 
usual accusations agaist the 
west. This was obviously done be- 
cause the Communists were bound 
to trail as a small minority party 
in any city-wide elections carried 
out frecly and democratically. 
Ebert, the head of the Communist 
municipal government, quickly 
obtained the endorsation of the 
Soviet command in Berlin and at 


| 


once stated that the main policy 
of his city council would be that 
of promoting Soviet control of 
Berlin. The Soviet command of- 
ficially recognized the Ebert mu- 
nicipal government and promised 
it full support. 


Communists Refuse 


Berlin municipal elections were 
due this month in accordance with 
the provisional constitution adopt- 
ed in 1946 and approved by all 
the occupation’ powers, ‘including 
the Soviets. The refusal of the 
Communists to agree to the elec-. 
tions and to take pert in them, 
was therefore clearly in violation 
of the constitution. The support 
of the Soviet command and_ its 
recognition of the rump municipal 
council, was also clearly in viola- 
tion of the constitution. In short, 
Soviet. action throughout — this 
period was merely a continuation 
of previous policy aimed at either 
the complete domination of Berlin 
or officially splitting it into two 
separate sectors. 


Split In Two 

The result of the elections is 
not encouraging as far as a final 
solution to the Berlin crisis is 
concerned. The city is now defi- 
nitely split into two parts. Soviet 
intransigence continues unabated. 
The western powers have stiffened 
their opposition to any comprom- 
ise, both because of the Soviet 
support of the Communist govern- 
ment, and because of the undoubt- 
ed endorsation which they have 
received from the ‘Berlin people. 
Both sides are therefore more ob-

“UNTOUCHABILITY" IS 
ABOLISHED IN INDIA

This caste systom suited the old 
“divide-and-rule” policy of Con- 
servative -ruled England, but

leading use of headline publicity, 
are all legitimate methods of work- 
ing on the readers. 

Misleading Headlines 

For instance, a few weeks ago 
an R.C. prelate. of Australia, was 
headlined in one of our leading 
newspapers as “condemning So- 
cialism.” The headline reader 
would receive the impression that 
the Labor Socialist government of 
Australia was taking a spanking. 
But a reading of the paragraph 
below proved this churchman 
actually recommending the degree 
of social ownership as proposed 
by that government! 

Or take a more recent example: 
Radio and at least. one newspaper 
headlined the results of the re- 
cent by-elections in B.C. in words 
to this effect, ‘‘C.C.F. fails to win 
both seats.” ‘The sleepy listener or 
sketchy reader would assume that 
the C.C.F. failed to win either 
seat. I find it hard to believe such 
headlines are accidental especial- 
ly when, as in the latter case, the 
C.C.F. had made such striking 
gains and won a seat from a Liber- 
al-Tory Coalition candidate! And 
especially when such headlines 
too aptly fit ‘the policy” of the 
press. If you'll make a collection 


of such items you'll soon have 
quite a ‘file! 

Carl Sandburg tells of a well 
known writer and newsman who 
in discussing the degline of the 
editorial; quoted from statements 
of American publishers: “‘“My front 
page is my editorial,’’ said one; 
said another, ‘The headlines are 
mine.” Says Sandburg ‘“‘we could 
paraphrase ‘I care not who makes 
the laws of a nation, if I may write 
its songs’ to ‘I care not who writes 
the news story if I may shape the 
headline that gives it the slant I 
want’.” :

SOCIAL SECURITY 
INTERNATIONALLY 


OTTAWA, (CPA).— Agree. 
ments have been reached between 
several European countries pro- 
tecting their citizens from losing 
social security benefits when they 
move from one country to an. 
other. The agreements are mostly 
bilateral and are designed to pro. 
vide for equality of treatment, on 
the basis of reciprocity, of the 


nationals of one country who are 
resident in another. 


Tripartite Agreement 


Among the agreements réached 
are those between France and 
Italy, Italy and Sweden and a 
tripartite agreement between Bel- 
gium, France and _, Italy. 

The Scandanavian countries are 
developing a series of bilateral 
agreements, which will give their 
nationals the right to draw unem- 
ployment benefits during their 
stay in-the territory of the other 
contracting country. 

A meéting of delegates from 
Renmark, Finland, Norway and 
Sweden decided to hold regular 
meetings every 4 years in order 
to discuss common problems of 
unemployment insurance.
